CANADIAN OFFICER TAKES HIS 
LIFE IN DRAMATIC'STYLE 


Believe Pain Induced the Desperate Deed: — Well Known in 
Toronto — — Went Overseas in 1916 with the 116th Bat- 
talion' and Later Attached to Records Office .. 


LONDON, Dec. 29-—Captain Charles Vesta Victoria 
Coombs, aged 40, employed at Canadian headquarters here, 
shot- himself in dramatic fashion on Boxing Night, and died in 
the" hospital at 4 o’clock next morning. He had been living in 
Clapham, a London suburb, at the house of a Mrs, Moon, but 
on Boxing Day engaged a room ot the Grosvenor Hotel, where 
he entertained Mns- Moon and her sister to lunch. 

The ladies left at 6.30; when Coombs, in reply to a question 
as to what he proposed to do that evening, said: 

“I am going to get absolutely drunk and then pass out.” 

Later, in the presence of Mrs. Moon, who had returned to 
the hotel in consequence of Coombs’ answer to an anxious tele- 
phone enquiry that-“‘he was passing out,’” Coombs snatched a 
revolver from under-the pillow and shot himself-in the head. 

Mrs. Moon describes having found ‘ him intoxicated and 
very shaky, and friends say he suffered greatly from an old 
wound, and the pain had driven him to drink. Coombs was a 
fine, handsome fellow, over six feet tall, and was English born, 
but went to Canada in his early manhood, and farmed‘in Man- 
itoba. He came overseas in 1916 with. the 116th battalion and 
served in France until after the armistice. He had travelled a 
good deal, and had'many friends in Canada and America. \

It 48 certain 
that everyone who saw those birds, 
80 realistically. pictured in their na- 
tive haunts, was ’lost in admiration 
of them. 

The very next film, shown on the 
screen, portrayed an actress dancing 
for an enchanted audience. *It was 
surely a strange coincidence that in 
her coiffure was fastened a spray of 
aigrette. plumes of truly. barbaric 
proportions. 

How inany watching those two pic- 
tures knew the story of the slaughter 
of the beautiful and innocent: birds 
to provide that head-dress? 

Fortunately, it is now contrary to 
law to import the plumage of these 
birds into Canada, Canada‘and. the 
United States have agreed’ by. treaty 
to protect many and useful forma of 
bird life and this treaty is being ade- 
quately enforced fn both countries.

fifty. 

Other small unions are those of 
the barometer and thermometer tube 
blowers and of the tin canister and 
preserved case makers. 

There is probablp-ac-trade or in-

With burlap 
they had to protect the fabrics first 
with one or more layers of paper to 
keep out dust of] and water and then 
wrap to keep it with buriap for 
strength. This does all. 

Pack- 
ing house people cover. the ends of 
barrels of provisions with it, which 
require a special strong varlet}, 
Automobile tire makers wind ~ tires 
with two-inch strips of it for sfiip- 
ment and storage. A Western mak- 
er of buggies also uses strips for 
winding his shafts to protect them 
during shipment. A soft and very 
warm vest for soldiers and Ja: 
quantities for wrapping surgical 
dressings have also been made for 
the Red Cross, Some further devel- 
opments are full of promise.

God reveals sonre truth that we did 
not know before, and points to some 
duty which we have not been doing. 
Truth and duty ure always wedded. 
There is no truth which has not its 
corresponding duty. We are always 
separating them. This is/why our 
hold of truth fs so weak. We know 
things, or truths, but do not ‘do them 
Jesus said to his. disciples, “If ye 
know these things, happy are- ye 
if ye dotthem:” 

Man cannot bo satisfied by bread 
alone, with anything -merely ma; 
terial, he cannot live upon it, “his 
moral and spiritual nature cannot 
be nourished nor his deep cravings 
satisfied.

The latest addition to/the great 
feet of C.P.0.8. Steamships which 
ply. between Canada and practically 
all the important porta of call in the 
world is the “Empress of France,” 
before the War popularly known as 
the SS. “Alsatian” and one of the 
ocean grey hounds between Canads 
and Liverpool. The vessel bas been 
Teconditioned since the war ceased 
anc recently completed her maiden 
trip to Quebec under her new name. 
Tle otographs here ‘ reproduced 
give an adequate description of her 
interior arrangements and fittings, 
and will compare favorably with the 
great \Leviathans fn thia respect. 
The “Empresas of France”> has a 
length of 600 ft; beam 72 ft.;' depth 
{to D deck) 54 ft.,6 in.; and a ton- 
nage of 18,000 gross, A striking pe- 
cullarity is the cruiser’a stern, which 
imparts a warlike appearance to the 
vessel. Her war record.{. one to be 
proud of. ,- : . 

The “Empress of France” as the 
SS. “Alsatian” was requisitioned for 
war purposes under Royal Procla- 
mation Ingmediately on ber arrival at 
the port. of Liverpool, midnight on 
the 6th August, 1914, - After comple- 
tion of discharge, the entire removal 
of all passengor accommodation and 
ether woodwork, she was armed with 
8-f tn. guns, commiss‘oned and 
mauned. by a’naval crew undey the 
command of Captain V. Phillimore, 
D.S.0., and was attached to the 10th 
Cruiser Squadron on northern patrol 
duty. sailing from Liverpoo! on Aug- 
ust 15th, atywhich port she bas been 
based during the entire period of. her 


From August to December, 1914, 
sho remained az above stated, but in 
December ahe was made Flag. of 
the Sqiadron to which she was at- 
tached, and Vice-Admiral Sir Dudley 
R. & De Chair, KCB, M.V.O., hoist- 
efhis flag, which flew up to Marcly, 
1916, when he was succeeded by Ad- 
miral Sir Reginald G. Tupper, K.C.B., 
C.V.0., who was succeeded in Novem- 
ber, -1918, by Rear-Admiral C. W.

_ Meat VS. Vegetables Jin the matter of slaughter he leaves; 


ce re 


How did our ancestors takP to 
eating flesh food? Did one of them 
suddenly conclude to serve up one of 
hig enemies for lunch after ho had 
slain him In combat? Or did he take 
to eating meat from physiologic ne- 
cessity, after the stock of wild veg- 
etable proteins had failed him? And 
has his meat diet“improved his abil- 
ities as a fighter? Here, apparently, 
vegetarians and flesh-eaters do not 
agree. The war just ended has cer- 
tainly demonstrated that there Is 
stl in man much of the wild beast. 
Dr. Harry Campbell, a London 
physician, who believes both in fight- 
ing and In flesh-eating, seeks, in an 
article in The Lancet (London) to 
find an explanation for human sav- 
agery and ferocity in man’s acquir- 
ed carnivorous habits. He says: 

“It was a condition entailed by 
a hunting. career which brought 
about the evolution of the prehum- 
an ape into man. For, observe the 
curious situation—assuredly one of 
the most eventful and dramatic in 
the whole of man’s evolution—when 
this creature took to hunting. Here 
was a being lacking the stereotyped 
equipment for slaughter, instinctive 
and anatomical of the carnivora, but 
with an intelligence surpassing that 


{of any othe® creature, and endowed 


with prehensile hands capable of giv- 
ing effect to that intelligence 

The fact that carnivorism makes 
for ferocity and develops the fight- 
fing instinct has this intereat—that 
man is bimself carnivorous. Indeed, 
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all cther animals far behind. He is 
the arch-slaughterer. Since the time 
the prebuman ape took to hunting 
he and his human descendants have 
Wrought ruthless havoc among the 
lower animals, and at the present 
day man not only hunts them, but 
breeds them for the express purpose 
of destroying them, chiefly for food, 
partly for amusement. Many a per- 
son of gentle nature would be amaz- 
ed and borrified were he at the end 
of a long life to see en masse the 
hectacombs of living things done to 
death on his behalf.” 

The editor of Good Health (Battle 
Creek, Mich.) commends what he 
calls Dr. Campbell's frank admission 
that flesh-eating, with the slaughter- 
house and other cruelties which It 
involves, tends to foster and main- 
tain in ‘man the brutal qualities 
which are manifested in the barbar- 
ities and crueliies of war. But he 
regards the doctor as wholly at 
fault In thinking that flesh-eating 
and hunting were essential to the 
development of the aggressive spirit 
{n man, or even the fighting spirit, 
for— 

“Man did not have to leave the 
forest and frugivorous diet and be- 
come a hunter and killer of animals 
in order to develop his brain. Prim- 
itive man sought the plain not to; 
find animals—there were plenty of 
animals in the forest—but to find 
food, and as rapidly as possible de; 
veloped the art of agriculture so as 
to secure to himself and his family 
a certain food supply. 

“Man's resort to the use of flesh 
food was doubtless prompted by his 
Instinctive search for complete pro- 
teins when the  nut-trees (largely 
nut-pines, probably) were killed off 
by change of climate or some cata- 
clysmic event which destroyed an es- 
sential source of complete protein 
without which development and life 
could not be maintained. 

“Among the fiercest fighters of 
the forests are animals which are 
not flesh-caters, as, for example, the 
buffalo of our western plains and the 
bison of India. Dr. Sanderson, the 
great elephant hynter, sald he would 
far rather encounter a.lign than a 
wounded bison. | .

Trafalgar Men Had 
Pewter Medals'® 


The Trafalgar medal was struck 
in pewter for the lower deck. The 
seamen Were annoyed at its shoddy 
appearance and most of the reci- 
Pients threw thelr decorations into 
the sea. 5 

The Soudan medal of 1896-7 has 
a ribbon in which yellow and black 
are separated by a narrow atripe of 
scarlet. These colors were chosen 
to symbolize the driving out of the 
black Dervishes from the yellow des- 
ert by the “thin red line.” 

Another ribbon which-has en Inter 
esting significance ts the yellow, blue 
and yellow suspender of the Khe. 
dive's Soudan medal. Here woe have 
typified (he Blue Nile running 
through the sandy plains of 
| Egypt. 

The authorities have never been 
\i0 a hurry over issuing medals; 
there are two Instances on record 
, when those entitled to rewards hare 
been called upon to wait fifty years 
for decorations. 
| The Victoria Cross was designed 
by Queen Victoria and the Prince 
Consort. For a long while it waa' 
Made of the bronze obtained from 
cannons captured in the Crimea. 
Now the makers use cannon taken 
in the Boer rising. 

For Jellalabad a very ugly medal 
was struck, and those who recelved 
{t grumbled in no measured terms. 
A really artistic piece was then pro- 
vided and all who possessed the first 
were requested to exchange It fér 
the second. Not one per cent. of the 
reciplents-applied for the better me- 
dal. 

Until the year 1914. the Long~Ser 
vice ribbon for the army was similar 
to that for the Victoria Cross. The 
only difference was in width the lat 
ter being a fraction of an Inch wider 
Such was official intelligence, 

No less than eleven ribbons recog 
nized by the authorities are entirely 
blue. 

After Waterloo the Chief Engraver 
of the Mint was commissioned to pre 
pare a fitting medal for presentation 
to the leaders of the victorious arm- 
fes. He did so but took thirty years 
|to complete the work. 

The medal for Culloden was the 
first to be provided with a ribbon of 
definite pattern. Before then each 
wearer suspended his decoration with 
any sort of ribbon he pleased.—Tit- 
Bits,

The; Paeacaa iliscovery ‘ot ‘gold in 
the gravel that composes the mass of 
Schryver’s hill ‘fn the township of 
Huntingdon has awakened ‘intense 
interest. not onl¥ in that immediate 
locality, But allover eastern: Canada 
and the . United! States, inquiries 
having been racetved from « New 
York and other” places equally dls- 
tant. 

As a matter ‘of public and econ- 
omic interest, The Ontario has been 
endeavoring to-sort out the facts 
from he rumors in order that we 
might arrive at.-reasonable con- 
clusions. 
? . 

We may disregdrd entirely the 
supercilious smiles of ‘the Belleville 
“authorities” who have telegraphed 
elaborate denials of the existence of 
gold in this locality. These sneering 
sceptics are practically unacquaint- 
ed with the geography of the district 
and know nothing whatever of its 
geological formation. 

Belleville has always had a sur- 
feit of superior optimists of this 
type who are never s0 happy as 
when they are ¢reating ,distrust or 
laughing down enterprise. 

If anyone had told these wisacres 
twenty years ago that this same 
township of Huntingdon contained 
the finest deposits of fluorspar and 
of talc in the world and that Hun- 
tingdon’s mines would be supplying 
Mennen’s and Colgate'’s with all the 
refined talcum powder used by those 
great corporations in the year 
1920 there would have been an un- 
controllable spasm of satirical mirth. 

In a letter to The Toronto Daily 
Star, Mr. C. BE. James administers a 
well deserved rebuke to the “wise 
ones” from Belleville. 

,"t am from Hastings County,” 
says Mr. James, “and have done 
considerable mining in Hastings. 
It is quite evident that The Star 
ia not with the inhab!. 
tants of Belleville. If it were it 
would knéw that there'is nothing 
good out of Belleville. ; 

“The writer has panned gold 
from one gravel pit in Hastings 
County and if from one why not 
from others?

The Ontario has no desire to 

awaken-undue hopes or to cause 
anybody to believe that a new 
Klondike exists at the eastern ex- 
tremity of the Oak Hill range. 
. We donot know whether gold 
exists there or not. We have one 
report, that appears authentic, and 
of which we wif speak later on, 
that gold has actually been panned 
in the vicinity of Schryver’s hill. 

All that we hav’ to say is this— 
we have consulted with the best 
mining authorities and geologists, 
the men who know this county like 
a book. We have also studied care- 
fully the monumental work of the 
late Prof, E. J. Chapman, who made 
repeated and exhaustive investiga- 
tions of the ‘geology of northern 
Huntingdon and Madoc.

Before the great southern move- 
ment of fhe feo took place, all the 
southern part of Huntingdon was 
probably a level limestone plain 
with an overlying sofl of humus of 
greater or less depth. ‘The gravel 
hills.were carried there and left at 
what! must have been, for several 
thousand years the southern limit of 
the Ice body. They. occupy about 
the same relation to the pre-exist- 
ing Mmestone plain as a load of 
grave} that has beer dumped by a 
carter on a level Iawn hears to the 
lawn. 








Mr. J. Walter Evans, of Belleville, 
is onb of the most expert geologists 
and mineralogists of Canada. To 2 
thorough academic and theoretical 
knowledge of the subject he has 
added years of the most painstaking 
investigation. In the fine laboratory 


jyat his home he is continuously ex- 


“perimenting, testing ‘and analysing. 
The mineral specimens gathered 
from wide areas he knows as in- 
timately as a teacher knows the in- 
dividuals in his class or as an ex- 
Derlenced woodsman knows the 
various species of forest trees. 

Mr. Evans has recently tested 
several samples of the sand brought 
to him by partles who own property 
in the vicinity of Schryver’s hill. In 
his analyses Mr. Evans has inform- 
ed The Ontario that he has made 
the important discovery that these 
sands are ferruginous or iron-bear- 
ing. He further states that placer 
gold ig usually found associated 
with: ferruginous gravel or iron 
sand. His assays however, did not 
reveal any gold beyond the usual 
minute quantity that is generally 
found in glacial gravel. 

Asked by The Ontario as ‘to the 
possibility. of platinum being found 
in the same locality, Mr. Evans 

, Stated as far as he was aware no 
platinum had yet been recognised in 
Hastings county. He had himself, 
however, found small grains of 
platinum in the rocks around Sud- 
bury.. This, he believed, was the 
only section in Ontario where dis- 

coveries of this precioue~ metal had 

been found. . 

The present price of gold ia about 
$20 an onnce, while platinum is 
much more valuable and Is selling 
around $110 an ounce. 





The Ontario has also interviewed 
Mr. Brent, manager of the Eldorado 
Mining and Milling Company, and 
asked his opinion as to the possi- 
bilities of finding gold fn the hills 

‘southern Huntingdon. 

Mr. Brent {fs one of the most ex- 
perienced authorities in gold mining 
in Ontario. He {a well acquainted 
with gold’ production both from 
placer and rock deposits and is a 
graduate of the Ontario -School of 


4,and at Cordova and in 


laboratories In connection with the 


great McIntyre gold properties at 
the Porcupine. 

Mr. Brent Is a strong believer In 
the possibility of the existence of 
gold in the gravel hills of southern 
Huntingdon. Color is lent to the 
speculation by the fact of there be- 
ing hundreds of known mother lodes 
immediately to the north ja Elsevir, 
Madoc, Tudor, Marmora and Bel- 
mont. The precious métal has been 
found in numerous places as free 
gold, as at the well known Richard- 
son mine, at the old Gatling mine, 

the less 
cantly distinguishable form of 
arsenical -pyrites or mispickel ore, 
Tas at Deloro and many other points 
in the townships just mentioned. 
That the glaciers should have 
carried much of this gold dlong with 
the rock- debris in their southern 
course fs by no means ai ridiculans 
theory. Indeed, Mr. Brent, stated 
this glacial grave! would be very 
exceptional if it did not contain 
gold. It was quite the usual thing 
to find it there {n small amount, 
but rarely in sufficient quantity to 
pay for the working.’ Gold was 
generally found in the gravels of 
Ontario anywhere cast of the Manl- 
toba boundary. He had offered to 
wager that he could pan gold from 
the ballast at any given mile for 
400 miles along the C.P.R. track 
east of Winnipeg. 





Mr. Brent further stated that 
where the gold in placer mining was 
found in paying quantities It was 
ually where the action of running 
water had had an opportunity to 
carry off the lighter sand and gra- 
vel particles while the hearfer gold 
would sink and collect in quantities 
where it could be easily and profit- 
ably panned. 

It may be added in passing that 
there are many places about Schry- 
ver’s hill, Mount Zlon or Pancake 
Hii and the morainic hills of that 
district where larger and smaller 
streams have been occupying their 
courses and carrylng along their 
sandy detritus to lower levels from 
far beyond the dawn of history, 

It may be added too that the 
great valley. immediately to the 
west of Schryver’s hill was, for a 
jong time after the formation of the 
hills, occupied by an arm or bay ex- 
tending {nland from Lake Ontario 
and deep enough to reach nearly to 
the top of that hill. This great Inke, 
much larger and deeper than ths 
Present Lake Ontario is known to 
geologists as Lake Iroquois. Of this 
lnke we will speak more fully later.

The limestone contains no miner-

by’s achievement in the wresting of 
the Holy, Land from the hands of 
the Turk was portrayed in the most 
amazing scenes in the travelogue by 
Mr, Dale Carnagey at the City Hall 
fast night under the auspices of the 
Great War Voterans’ Association. 
Mr, Carnagey passed -through the 
campaign in the near east:and was a 
witness of the great events he so 
ably describes, with the assistance 
ef the screen. 

/ Movie scenes from airplanes, un- 
doubtedly the most sensational yet 
taken, showed tha ‘contour of the 
country, over which Allenby’s 
Britishers and Mohammedans 
fought to victagy. One of these show- 
ed the ground photographed from 
a place in a spinning nose dive, the 
only one yet attempted. The ma- 
chine dropped from an elevation of 
two miles and at the moment when 
the last of the picture was being 
made, was dropping at the rate of 
225 miles per hour. The sensation 
of the fall fs felt by the audience. 

The part that the camel cotps 
Played in Allenby’s achievement 
was given prominence In the travel- 
ogue. The noble dumb beasts were 
Bletured crossing the trackless de- 
sert wastes, a never ending stream 
of animals passing the camera lens 
with their packs. The difficulties 
in way of transportdtion were coped 
with by the camera corps and the 
Palestine campaign was mainly one 
of transportation. The cavalry 
scenes were imposing in their 
variety and extent. How the horse 
Diayed its part In the conquest in 
the face of adverse climative con- 
ditions and the mule performed a 
part by no means negligible ‘were 
Painted in moving pictures. 

The main points of the campaign 
were treated of. But It was more 
than a campaign portray The 
travelogue dealt’ with feattres of 
life in the near east, its degradation 
under the rule of the oppressor and 
the locust plague. It brought also a 
revival of interest in the historic 
and most sacred places in the world, 
from which came civilization. 

The journey is from the point of 
Paul's shipwreck to the surrender 
of Jerusalem by the Arabs. The 
audience flies over the Nile ina 
Dlane, viewing the pyramids and the 
Suez Canal, the desert’-of Arabia 
and the Promised Land. Beersheba, 
Hebron, Gaza, {of Samson fame), 
Bethlehem, over which the spectator 
files fn a plane in a spinning nose 
dive, Jerusalem, the gorgeous panor- 
ama of the city and surrounding 
country from the Mount of Olives, 
have to be seen on ‘ithe screen to be 

zed. 
“in the light of the events of the 
Past five years the visit of the ex- 
Kalser to Jerusalem\ seems ‘like a 
farce. He ts the man who had a 
gate built In the wall of Jerusalem 
so that he pasged as @ crusader on 
horseback over a spot that human 
feet had not trodden since the time 
of the building of the walls of 
Jerusalem. In contrast to this, note 
the attitude of Aflenby who enter- 
ed the gates of Jerusalem not as a 
boostful conqueror but humbly ‘on 
foot.

A memorial cross will be issued as 
@ memento of personal loss and sac- 
rifice on the part of widows and 
mothers of Canadian sailors and sold 
fers who have laid. down their lliyea 


for their country during the late 
war. 


Description of the Cross 

The cross will be a cross Patonce 
in sliver suspended by a purple rib- 
bon; at the end of the upright a 
crown; at the foot and at the end of 
either arm, a miaple leaf; In the cen- 
tre, within an wreath of laurel the 
royal cipher “G. R, I." It'will be en- 
graved with the number the rank 


and the name of the soldier comme- 
morated. 


To Whom Issued. 


A cross will be issued to his widow 
or mother in respect of every sailor 
or soldier who was survived by either 
If both survive him, two crosses will 
be {ssued one to each. 

if after becoming entitled to the 
cross the widow or mother has dled, 
or dies, the cross will be delivered ta 
the eldest of the sailor's or soldier's 
next of kin. - 


In Respect of Whom Issued, 


The cross will be issued in respect 
of each sallor or soldier who (a) 
was killed in action; (b) died whilst 
on active service or (¢) died or dies 
from causes attributable to active 
service whilst. on naval or 
military service or subsequent to dis 
charge and before November 11th, 
1920.

It was Disraell who observed that “Eng- 
land does not love coalitions,” and he gave as a 
;Principal reason the, fact that to carry on a 
coalition the leaders had to make secret agree- 
ments, which usually had for their purpose the 
evoldance of public“discussions of principles 
and therefore entailed the degradation of par- 
liament. Coalitions have not been particularly 
successful in England even in times of national 
crisis when party principles sank into insignifi- 
cance; though they have served their turn, just 
as it may be admitted Union Government has 
served its turn. Once the national crisis is 
passed and attention is focussed upon domestic 
problems, coalition comes to difficulties; its re- 


” Union 
Government at the last two sessions apparent- 
ly did not know its own mind from week tp 
week or from day to day; much time was frit- 
tered away, and then ill-considered bills deal- 
ing wit important .matters were jammed 
through without giving parliament adequa 
time to consider them. Coalition in England 
was equally wabbly last session; on some ques- 
tions Lloyd George described a circle, and 
some of the more important bills were laid ov- 
er for another session. 

Coalition in England and Union in Cana- 
da now present the same characteristics. Pre- 
tending to foster national unity they merely 
2ffront national intelligence and strictly na- 
tional feelings. They are both seeking to or- 
ganize a new kind of Political party, a party 
without definite Principles held ‘together by the 
teed of self-preservation, Coalition and Unton 
both act as parties, fighting—it - hopelessly — 
the other parties. They have an unholy fear of 
men of ability, honesty and distinction, get- 
ting into parliament: they want members who 
will consent to support the inner circle; men 
who are interested in principles are not want- 
ed for the combine has no principles except 
compromise. Hence the combination govern- 
ments repudiate the very assumption of na- 
tional unity upon which they base their claims 
to power, because if there were real national 
unity the election of men of ability and honest 
purpose would be welcomed.

Too Much the 
Rule of Gold 


Instead of Golden Rule in tho World 
Today, Says Rov. 8. C. Moore. 


Special anniversary service were 
held in the Tabernacle Methodist 
Chureh yesterday, the Rev. 8. C. 
Moore, of Bowmanville, a former 
pastor officiating. In spite of adverse 
weather conditiogs, there were large 
congregations at the services. 

Last evening the choir sang 
special music, the solo parts.in the 
anthem being taken by Mrs. Grant, 
Mr. Sam Anglin and Mr. Mouck. 
Mr. Anglin sang the solo, “O Jesu, 
Thow Art Standing,” and the 
quartette, Mrs. Grant, Mrs. Nichol- 
son, Mr. Mouck and Mr. Moorman 
rendered a number. . 

The Rey. 8. C. Moore in his ser- 
mon last evening spoke on the signs 
of the times, basing his argunient on 
Matthew 16-3 “Can you not discern 

. tho signs of the times?” He made a 
Profound indictment of many of the 
conditions pertaining today, so con- 
trary to the expectation of a year 
ago. ¢ 

A year ago, the preacher said, we 
believed the old order had passed 

, Bway and that the now better 
Gyorld was being born. After all, 
some of us now feel not so sure of 
these things. The flood time of lofty 
purpose and self sacrifice that seem- 
ed so sure to carry men and notions 
upward to God has, to say the least, 
ebbed. Some wonder today if it 
will ever rise again. But we feel sure 
it will as soon as the church girds 
herself for her great task. 

There are some cheerful signs of 
the times. Provincia] prohibition has 

Lome to pass during the last year, 
although we lament the province is 
beiag flooded with Mquor from out- 
side. We rejoice fn the final form 
and ratification of the Peace Treaty 
of Versailles and the inauguration 
of the League of Nations. We re- 
gret that our sister nation to the 
sonth should for political reasons 
have withheld from the opportunity. 
Statesmen across the Atlantic shake 
their heads at the name of the 
United States and say: “They came 
late and left early.” While Europe 

. is at peace outwardly, the real 
world of men is far from the real 
peace—the peace of God. Those who 
felt that the great struggle of the 
world would leave us permanently 
on a high moral plane, wore sadly 
mistaken. They did not realize how 
the war upset everybody. They did 
Rot see how the spirit of self has 
been fostered. Selfishness and 
sordidness have seized upon men 
everywhere, Self seeking is today an 
epidemic throughout the world. 80 
with all our progress and privilege 
instead of united love, we find 
greedy grasping individualism. In- 
stead of the golden rule, we have 
too much of the'rule of gold. While 
we believe in a fair remuneration 

labor, we see radical revolu- 
mary strikers holding up the wel- 
fare of the people and governments, 


grasping after enormous profits 
while some shiver, The profiteer is 
a cruel villian grasping the throat 
of his victim. He is a sort of high- 
way robber. He is sald to be a 
bandit of old in a gentleman's suit 
holding up the people with a price 
lst. But men will brand them as the 
most vicious men In spite of their 
wealth. 


The cure of these conditions 
only one—that of the Christ, 
cure of the soul—a renewal of 
religion, the reconstruction of 
society, that will bring service in- 
of selfishness, co-operation [n- 
stead of rivalry. Mr. Hoover and 
Arthur Ponsomby say that nothing 
less than a profound revival of 
religion would save the world: Love 
and brotherhood would then abound 

We live in a great country. and a 
great age, but no one will deny 
that there are certain elements in 
our social life that are alarming. We 
are im serious danger through our 
neglect of God, our worship of 
mammon, our decay, moral and politi 
cal that doomed and damned Tyre 
and Sidon, Rome, Austria and Ger- 
many. The need of the church is a 
turning to God. The individual 
must turn to God fn service. Dr. 
Chown declares this {is the most 
strategic hour in the history of the 
church. It its confronted with a 
choice between an  unspeakably 
most horrible Armageddon and a 
Pentecost—a choice between 4 re- 
vival of bloodshed or of salvation. 

The religious life of Canada is far 
from safe. An alarming percentage 
of our population has no moral 
obligation. Fitty per cent of the peo- 
ple never darken the doors of the 
church. He spoke not as a pessimist 
but as an optimist. No one can 
question the need of a new baptism 
of brotherhood. The church must 
plead with men In song, fn sermon 
and especially by personal work, 
spend and be spent.. 

This [a no time for a timid church 
—it must go over the top or be 
driven back to its trenches. Luke- 
warmness never got anywhere. Peasi 
mision never won. Scourged as we 
have been, we have learned a new 
fresh falth in God. That faith will 
elther die or express itself in deeds. 
In the early days of the war, men 
sneered at the church, but not now. 
Lord Haig sald that she has done 
noble work and that she must lead 
{n reconstruction of the world. Re- 
treat Is out of the question. We 
must give our golé and silver to 
sustain the church. We shal] have 
to give ourselves and our sons and 
daughters—then the pentecost of 
power will come. The world outside 
the church has a right to expect a 
passion for humanity and sefvice 
{pn the people of the church.

Wedding Bells {Track Was Flooded 


When Water Crate’ 
~ Burst in Terminal 


Brockville, Jan. 19.—With the 
thermometer In the neighborhood of 
20 below, Friday, the sectionmen em- 
ployed tn the Brockville yard and 
the water service men of the Grand 
Trunk railway were summoned at 
one o'clock in the morning to repair 
a@ break which had taken place in the 
water main entering the crane just 
to the east of the Union station. For 
the second time In as many weeks 
the severe weather played hob with 
the main, the break occurring at the 
base of the crane and causing the 
water to {ssue forth in volumes over 
the surrounding Aracks in the yard. 

On account gt the rapidity with 
which the water froze, the men were 
hard put to keep the main line free 
from ice and a yard engine was 
kept running up and down the tracks 
to clear them. After the water had 
run down the tracks to Perth street, 
whence it was diverted to the street 
eatch-basins and had also covered 
not only the Grand Trunk main line 
tracks, but also other tracks as well 
as the Canadian Pacific line, the fow 
was stopped by a valve being located 
at the base of the big tank fn the 
yards. On one siding track near the 
Coleman Baking Powder Co.'s plant, 
there is a coating of ice several inch- 
es thick. The men worked almost 
until daylight at their task, 





Motive Power in Fine Shape 


In spite of the excessively cold 
weather, there are fewer reports of 
engine failures on the Grand Trunk 
rallway than for several seasons 
past, when less bitter weather pre- 
valied. The motive power of the 
line is this year possibly ir better 
shape than in other recent winters 
and the majority of the passenger 
trains are running on time. 
Although there fs a marked im- 
provement In the soft coal situation 
as it affects the railroads, wood is 
still belng used In firing the station- 
ary bollers at the loca! shops of the 
Grand Trunk. Adequate supplies of 
coal, however, are coming forward 
for use on the locomotives of the sys- 
tem. 

The Grand Trunk rallway's traffic 
department has recently secured a 
new line of business from the sys- 
tem of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railway which will have a 
marked impetus on westbound 
frelghts. The traffc is coming west- 
bound through the Central Vermont 
Tailway and originates on the west- 
ern section of the N.Y., N.H. & H, at 
New London, Wiillamantic, Spring- 
field and Northampton.

sure at a 240 foot head, and give a 
fire pressure up town of 100: Iba,, 
ber inch. At present. in some locali- 
ties there is at times no water pres- 
sure, but the new pump will remedy 
this. The cost of the pump is around 
$5,000. At present there are four 
Dumps of 750 gallon per minute pres 
sure, which in series, will give 80 
pounds pressure for fire purposes, 
but these are not suftable for long 
service. In case the electric power 
goes off there is a gasoline pump, 
capable of pumping 1,500 gallons per 
minute, and this was put in service 
Tuesday when the power was off, 
due to trouble on the line. One of the 
old boilers at the pumping station 
was taken out this week and ship- 
bed to Toronto, as it is of no farth- 
er use. Cobourg can now be sald to 
have one of the most complete plants 
in Canada.
